The attorney general brought down the 
amendinents respecting the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors and issue of licenses 
therefor in the legislature yesterday aft- 
ernoon, He went into an exhaustive 
treatment of the subject in a lengthy 
speech. The measure contains some dis- 
t inctive changes 4nd marks an advance 
upon the restrictions under which the 
liquor troffic has hitherto been con- 
ducted. 

The ordinance as amended secures total 
prohibition in the rural districts, thus 
confining: the issue of licenses to munici- 
pal areas. The area has been reduced 
from 1,286 acres with 20 houses, to 960 
acres with 4 houses. No license can be 
ranted td’ a hotel within 999 yards of 9

In introducing’ the Liquor License 
Amendment Act of 1907, containing as it 
does a number of very important chan- 
ges in connection with the administra- 
tion of the law, concerning the salo of 
intoxicating liquors in the Province, and 
introducing as it does some very radical 
and progressive legislation so far as this 
Province is concerned, in connection 
with the subject of which it treats I am 
fully alive to the great responsibility 
which rests upon the Government in this 
connection. say confidently, sir, that 
in no branch of the administration o! 
justice; in no branch of the adminis 
tration of the various laws in force i 
the Province is more difficulty founc 
than in the administration of the Liquo 
License Ordinance; and it is peculiarly 
true of the law governing intoxicating 
liquors in any country that however 
«ood the law may look upon the statut 
books it is of very little assistance ir 
connection with the life of the people 
unless it is thoroughly and efficientl: 
administered, 


LIBERALS THE PARTY OF TEMPER. 
ANCE REFORM. 


1 have no doubt, sir, that among th 
Conservative party will be found ver; 
many men who are ealous in the pro 
motion of temperance and moral reform 
but I think it cannot be disputed thai 
the great majority of temperance advo- 
cates; the great majority of those whe 
are interested in moral reform, along 
this line especially, are to be found am- 
ong tho range of the Liberal party.

GOVERNMENT FEELS RESPONS!. 
BILITY. 


The Government, therefore, feel a very 
great responsibility in this matter. They 
feel, sir, that it behooves them, follow- 
ing the best traditions of the party to 
which they belong to do all that is in 
their power to advance the cause of tem- 
perance in the Province of Alberta. 


PUBLIC SENTIMENT MUST AiD. 


Temperance Legislation, more perhaps 
than any other class of legislation, «ir. 
demands for its proper enforcement that 
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there be a strong and healthy public 
sentiment behind it. There is no doubt 
that in this Province such a sentiment 
»xists and more must be looked for from 
the presence in the Province of that sen- 
timent to advance the cause of timeper-, 
ance in Alberta than from any legisla- 
tion that can be put on the statute books 
because however advanced be the tem- 
perance legislation that ‘may be passed 
unless it has the sympathy of the pub- 
‘ic opinion behind it endorses it /not 
only in theory but is in sympathy with 
it as a matter of practice, such legisla- 
tion, sir, will accomplish little or noth- 
ing. 


FACILITATE ENFORCEMENT OF 
ORDINANCE, 


It is with a full realization of this fea- 
ture in connection with temperance leg- 
inlation that the present Act is intro- 
luced, “It has ben sought to put upon 
the statute books a measure Waich will 
very greatly facilitate the enforcement 
of the Ordinance whith the Act amends, 
ynd to introduce by legislation princi- 
sles that are new in relation to temper- 
ance legislation in the country in which 
we live but it has been sought to make 
these amendments with a proper regard 
to the force of public opinion behind 
them so that if they be put upon the 
statute bocks there will be no doubt 
of them being effective instruments for 
the purpose for which they are enacted. 


ACTED UP TO THE BEST TRADI- 
TIONS. 


The Covernment feel sure that upon 
‘he various amendments to the Liquor 
License Ordinance submitted, Sir, in the 
Act to which I have the honor of ad- 
dressing myself, being scrutinized closely 
it will be found that the Liberal Party 
f Alberta have acted up to the best 
traditions of that party in the matter 
~f temperance reform. 


SALE OF INTOXICANTS CONFINED 
TO MUNICIPAL AREAS. 
peroré Riliding do the changes in the 
law contained in this Act, however, 1 
jesire to"call the attention of this House 
Sir, to the fact that at its first session 
the Legislature of Alberta passed an 
Act embodying in effect a principle of 
temperance legislation new to this coun- 
try; a principle, I think, Sir, whicl’ will 
commend itself to every sober-minded 
man in the Province. The principle to 
yhich I allude is that the granting of 
icenses for the sale of intoxicating liq- 
nors should be confined within munici- 
pal areas. The foundation or excuse 
for the presence of the trade in intoxi- 
cating liquors is that it is necessary that 
the travelling public, or that portion of 
“he public who live in hotels, and not in 
their own homes, should have the same 
facility for eating and drinking what 
they please as any person has within the 
four walls of his own house, and the 
tiquor license law of this Province has 
been conceived and is being administer- 
ed with due regard to this foundation 
upon which the sale of liquor rests, 


NO LICENSES OUTSIDE CITIES, 
TOWNS AND VILLAGES. 


As I have said, Sir, the Act passed last 
session amending the Liquor License 
Ordinance, accomplished a great deal in 
the direction of carrying this principle 
into the legislation of the Province. In 
terms it prevented any new license for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors being 
granted outside of the limits of a city 
town or corporate village, or any place 
rontaining 40 dwelling houses within an 
wea of 960 acres. As we are all very 
‘ell aware there are no places within 
the Province at present which contain 
@ dwelling houses within such an area, 
hat are not either a city, town or an in- 
‘orporate village, but in the administra- 
ion of the Act during the year it was 
‘ound that in a number of places vil- 
ages organized under the Village Ordi- 
nance did not contain as many houses 
within such an area as this amendment 
‘alled for, but nevertheless under the 
terms of the amendment of last session 
‘'t was open to the License Commission- 
‘re to grant a license in a village not- 
vithstanding the fact that there was not 
1s many as 40 dwelbing houses. 


PROHIBITION IN RURAL DIS. 
TRICTS. 


This anomaly is being cured by the 
vresent act, and the section is now being 
tltered so as to provide for this. Sec- 
jon 14 of the Act now before the house 
srovides, “That no application for a 
rew license shall be entertained in re- 
spect of any hotel or wholesale premises 
1ot situated in a city or town, or in a 
sillage containing less than 4 dwelling 
iouses; or in any place containing not 
‘eas than 40 dwelling houses within an 
irea of not greater than 960 acres. 

In no province in Canada do we find 
temperance legislation such as was en- 
wted by this Act at the last session of 
he legislature. Under that Act no ap li- 
sation for license can be made unless 
there are 40 resident householders within 
in area of 960 acres. Formerly if there 
were 80 householders in an area of 12 | 
weres an application could be made 

The result’ is that the rural parts 
the Province there can be no hotel 
licenses granted, so that as far as that 
part of the Province is concerned there 
is w wtal prohibitory law in force. 


ALBERTA LEADS. 


Any one who has lived in the Province 
of Ontario knows that even to-day there | 
are numerous licenses in rural commun- 
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It was for Alberta to pass 


first prohibition measure for unorpan- 


ied communities of practically less than 
200 people. That is surely advanced 
temperance legislation. 


NUMBER OF MOTEL LICENSES AT 
OPTION OF BOARD. 


A provision limiting the number of 
hotel licenses appears in the consoli- 
dated Ordinances of the North West 
Territories of 1698, but it was subse- 
quently and as the law at pres- 
ent stands the number of licenses to be 
granted is left entirely to tho discretion 
of the Board of Liconse Commissioners 
for each district. 


LIMITATION OF LICENSES. 


The provision, Sir, which it is propos- 
ed to embody fn the Liquor License Or- 
dinance with regard to the limitation of 
licenses is that in cities, towns and in- 
corporated villages and in other places 
where licenses may be granted there 
shall be one for the first 500; one for 
the next 0 and one for each additional 
1000 of a poulation; and that with re- 
gard to wholesale licenses there shall 
not be any wholesale licenses granted 
unless the population of any city, town 
or incorpuinted village, or such place 
exceeds 1000, 


OTHER PROVINCES. 


The Province of Manitoba has a pro- 
vision at the present time limiting «the 
number of licenses as follows: In the 
cities, towns and incorporated villages 
two for the first 500; one for the next 
100, and one for each additional 600. 

New Brunswick has a provision as fol- 
lows: one for each 250 of the first 1000 
of population, and one for each 500 over 
1000 of population. 

Ontario has the following provision: 
one for the first 250 of the first 250, but 
not more than three for the first 1000 
and one for each 600 over the first 1000. 

In the Province of Quebec there is no 
limit except in Montreal, where the 
hotel and restaurant licenses are limited 
to 40. In Quebec City the limit is 120. 


Ample Accommodation Required. 


“It may be urged in this connection 
that the limitation of licenses will have 
the effect of lessening the available hotel 
accommodation for tne travelling public, 
and this view of the mater was carefully 
considered by the government in connec- 
tion with the proposed limitation of lic- 
enses. In order to meet any such con- 
tingency section 10 cf the proposed Act 
provides that instead of the acconmoda- 
tiom which is now required in hotels, 
namely, 20 bed rooms in towns and cit- 
.es and 10 in villages, every licensed ho- 
tel shail contain in cities at least forty- 
five bedrooms; in towns at least thirty, 
and in villages at least fifteen, and all 
existing hotels are required to come up 
to this fh rn on or before the first 
day of July next. 


Better Hotels.

“Newjrstt- T think that it is fait to 
say thug the way this amendment will 
wotk out is that instead of hotels being 
built with exactly the number of rooms 
required by this amendment, parties ob- 
taining or hoping to obtain a license will 
build much larger hotels and thereby ve 
able to accommodate the travelling pub- 
lic much better than if there were a 
number of smaller hotels scattered 
torough the city, town or village. 

“It is true that tho limitation of lic- 
enses increases to a considerable extent 
the value of the license in any particular 
place, but this is a necessary incident 
to such legislation, and after all is not 
a matter to be regretted because the 
persons who obtain licenses will be very 
much more careful not to lose them by 
breaking the law than they would if the 
value of the license, which they obtain- 
ed, was not as great as it will be under 
the new system; ¢nd not only is this the 
ease, but it soem. ‘to me, sir, a strong 
reason that the accommodation afforded 
in hotels exercising the right to sell liquor 
should under such conditions be of a 
much better character than it was be- 
fore. 

Clean, Sanitary and Well Heated. 


“J think that it will not be unfair to 
look to licensees in the future for a 
much higher standard of accommedation 
for the travelling public than the pres- 
ent standard, although it is by no means 
low in Alberta, and in this connection | 
desire to refer you to section 22 of the 
proposed Act providing that a license 
may be suspended on account of the 
premises not being kept clean, sanitary, 
properly ventilated and comfortably heat- 
ed, and 1 assure you, sir, that the de- 
partment of which I have the honor to 
be the head will not hesitate to act un- 
der the power contained in this proposed 
section in any case in which the cireum- 
stances warrant it.” 


important Change. 


“Probably one of the most important 
amendments to the Liquor License Act 
is in connection with the change in the 
manner of making applications for hotel 
licenses. Under the new act the license 
shall be granted only on filing plans and 

ifications of the proposed hotel, cer- 
by an architect. 

“Probably the present law, whereby 
the applicant is required to erect a 
building, has been the cause of granting 
more licenses than any other reason. 
The applicant coming before the board 
of license commissioners under present 
conditions only appeals to the sympathy 
of the individual members of the board. 
He has been forced by law to erect bis 
buildings, sometimes investing o large 
sum of money, and in nearly all cases 
evectifig a building which would bo of 
little value should the application be re- 
fused. Naturally the members of the 
hoard are very apt to take into consider- 
ation the large sum of money which the 
applicant has spent in the erection of his 
hotel rather than to consider, as should 
be considered, the question of public 
convenience, and the question of the ne- 
cossity of an hotel in the particylar lo- 
cality in which it is being applied for. 

“You will notice in section 15 that aft- 
er the application is granted by the 
board the license will not be granted 
until the hotel building is erected ac- 
cording to the plans and specifications, 
and after inspection by the chief license 
inspector, You can readily understand 
that when an applicant appears before 
the board with his proposed plan of 
building that the board are in a posi-

THE RUSSIAN CONCERT. 

Tt is one of the charms of the West 
that if you seek them just a little you 
may find a continual series of what Rev. 
Dr. McQueen termed that Russian con- 
cert on Saturday—‘Unique experiences.” 

In this particular instance the audi- 
énce was provided with entertainment 
and much food for reflection, for there 
was more than human interest—there 
was national significance—in that con- 
cert organized by the leaders of the Rus- 
sian colony in this city. 

Or, McQueen traced the beginnings of 
the movement toward Canada made a 
little over a decade ago by the Russians 
resident in the Galician province of Aus- 
tria, Oppressed in their own land the 
down-trodden people escaped to Austria, 
only to find that government Pules and 
taxation laws were none too well manag- 
ed there, 

Then came Canada—and liberty; and 
new hope for the race. No wonder they 
are already deeply attached to Canada 
and sang the salute “Long Life to Can- 
ada” with so much. earnestness. A 
chorus of fifteen men, garbed in correct 
evening suits sang to strong Russian 
music the song of the down-trodden peas- 
ant—a musical, monotonous performance 
} with a flavor of our Canadian ‘“Come- 
all-yes,”’ 

They sang too “The Song of the Trav- 
‘eller,’ ’an old folk-song, reminiscent of 
the days when salt was o luxury and 
jthe happy traveller returning from a 
long journey with his bag of salt, breaks 
into rhapsodies of delight. 

How the Russian portion of the andi- 
ence with the stolid aspect of the Slav 
nations at first—roused to life at this 
and swayed and beat their feet in time 
to it. 

It was glorious, inspiriting—this dis- 
play of the power of the old traditions, 
the old songs upon the human family. 
And how poor it made the English-speak- 
ing Canadians present feel! What folk- 
songs has Canada as a nation produced 
that could make us in a strange land 
sway to their tunes and hum their words 
and wipe out of our eyes the tears they 
brought? 

The French Canadians have such songs 
in “Vive la Canadienne,” “QO Canada,” 
“O, Carillon,” and, yes—in that rollick- 
ing, mad, gleeful “Kn Rouwlant.” But 
Canada as a whole has not any. 

Will the men of the West yet produce 
these flowerings of a nationhood 

There were a number of other thoughts 
inspired by the sight of winsome little 
Russian-Canadians in white muslins and 
ribbons. And again by the very becom- 
ing Galician peasant costume worn by, 


Edmonton Branch Miss Gowda. It was vastly more becom- 


ing—in its trim short skirt, snowy chem- 
isette and apron, rich velvet bolero and 
strings of coral beads—so much more be- 
coming than the dress of the Canadian 
country maid or city maid either. 

Just as we have something to learn 
from the Orientals who are knocking at 
our western doors, there are some ideas | 
we might profitably graft on our own! 
from the European immigrants we 
would. 

The Russian audience had an appre- | 
ciation of good music too, as might be | 
expected when one listened to their own 
strong, harmonious,intense strains. Their 
‘appreciation was evidenced by the hush 
that fell on them and the eager interest 
they lent to Miss Wright's rendering of 
Grieg’s “March of the Dwarfs.” It is 
true that we rarely hear it interpreted 
as Miss Wright's artistic sympathies and 
temperament enabled her to represent it 
to us then, but the success of her per- 
formance was undoubtedly heightened by 
the rapt attention the Slavonic audience 
gave, Grieg could speak to to them, and 
Miss Wright could convey his message. 

On the whole the evening was a re- 
vealing, delightful one, and if the Rus- 
sians give another concert those who 
miss it will lose an opportunity not to

Manoir of Beauport in June, 1792, on 
the birthday of her son Edward, to whom 
he was godfather. This is a most inter- 
esting exhibit and was loaned by Mra. 
Chas, Archer. 

Two fine examples of old Valenci- 
ennes, long “lappets,”” worn on a cap by 
the Marquise de Lotbiniere (1747), are 
loaned, with other pieces, by Miss de 
Bellefeuille MacDonald. 

The Honiton lace collar and rare apeci- 
mens of Duchesse which belonged to the 
Comtesse de Beaujet, aie loaned by Mrs 
James Domville. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
recall that one of the first pattern books 
of lace was made in 1616 by Elisabetta 
Cattanea Parasole, and 1560 is said to 
be the earliest authentic date of lace- 
making, and this lovely lace was the 
consequence of wearing cuffs and collars, 
the fashion for which began in 1510. 

Modern laces are scarcely behind the 
ancient in point of beauty, and it is sig- 
nificant of Canada’s artistic growth that 
the Canadian Handicrafts’ Guild is en- 
couraging the making of lace in Canada, 
on the lines of the lace making industry 
of Ireland.

One 
would suppose from his telling of the 
story, that all the trowble began with 
the accession te power of a Grit . 
ernment. That up to that time there 
had been a well defined, continuous and 


cs. Now, investigation of the matter in 
the department, as well aa my knowl- 
edge of the facts from residence in the 
untry runs.something like this: The 
Gr regulations in regard to grazing 
seases were passed on December 93, 1881. 
And, in this connection let me just say 
that when hon, members on the other 
side complain, as they have frequently 
complained, of the tendency of this gov- 
ernment to cencentrate arbitrary power 
jn the hands of the Minister of the In- 
cerior, the fact should not be overlook- 
ed that this order in council of 1981 to 
which I have referred constitutes the 
Dominion lands law. In those happy 
days they did not depend upon the man- 
date of parliament for control of the 
lands, but dealt with them by order in 
council. And one part of this order in 
council provides for the granting of clos- 
ed leases for terms of twenty-one years, 
at a rental of one cent per acre per year, 
and, of course, with the privilege of 
purchasing any land within the lease 
at the going price of land, which is de- 
fined in the regulations as from $2 to 
$2.50 an acre. I ask hon. members to 
bad ke the trouble to follow the somewhat 
vious course of these regulations re- 
garding grazing leases in the Northwest 
for the purpose of seeing the difficulties 
of dealing with the principal features of 
the land business of thie country and of 
noting that the late government had the 
same difficulty in arriving at a definite 
and fixed conclusion as the present gov- 
ernment has, or as any future govern- 
ment must have, so long as grazing 
lands are available as they are. These 
regulations of December 23, 1861, were 
so popular and so generally approved 
that we find by order in council of 
April 11, 1882, that some two and a half 
million acres been applied for as 
grazing lands up to that time. The 
quantity of land that was going to be 
alienated for twenty-one years under this 
order in council of 1881, I imagine, rath- 
er staggered the government of the day, 
for they decided that it was not advis- 
able to continue that policy. They 
framed regulations dated April 11, 1882, 
which provided that leases could be can- 
celled on two years’ notice. In March, 
1886, another change was made, and the 
rent was increased to two cents an acre. 
In April, 1887, it was decided to invite 
public competition in the issue of leases, 
with the exception of eight cases which 
are mentioned, I merély draw attention 
to the fact that there was exceptional 
consideration in those days, as there has 
been in theseI only hope that the rea- 
sons were as good in those days as they 
have been in these. In September, 1889, 
other regulations were issued providing 
that leases should be opened to home- 
steading or purchase unless otherwise 
provided in the lease. That is to say 
the government had the authority under 
these regulations to grant a closed lease 
or an open lease, as they might sce fit. 
iy, Mr. A. C, Macdonell—Would the hon. 
ainister please mention the year? 
Mr. Oliver--This was in September, 
1889. I can let the hon. member have 
the order in council if he would like to 
have it.

For 
the first time the principle was estab- 
lished that leases should only be grant- 
ed upon land unfit for agricultural set- 
tloment, and that in such case the leases 
should be closed leases and should be 
for 21 yeare. With that principle, again, 
1 say, no fault can be found. When 
these regulations were passed at once 
applications began to pour in for closed 
leaves. When I came into the depart- 
ment I found the conditions exactly the 
same in 1905 as they were under the 
former government in 1882. They had 
provided for closed leases for 21 years, 
and they were flooded with applications 
for two and a half million acres of land. 
As soon as the provisions for closed 
leases were passed in February, 1905, at 
once the department was flooded with 
applications for such leases, and I found 
it absolutely impossible to administer 
that regulation according to its intent. 
That is to say, we had so many applica- 
tions and they covered sc much of the 
country that we had no means of mak- 
ing a proper discrimination between the 
agricultural land and the land that was 
purely grazing.
